Why Girls Can’t Throw. 


S| SHE general idea as to the reason why girls cannot throw as 

well as boys is that they have not acquired the knack by 
practice, as their brothers have. Another explanation is given 
by a medical man, which tends to show that girls could never 
learn the knack, however much they tried. 

When a boy throws a stone, he crooks his elbow and reaches 
back with his forearm, and in the act of throwing he works every 
joint from shoulder to wrist. The girl throws with her whole 
arm rigid, whereas the boy’s arm is relaxed. 

The reason of this difference is one of anatomy ; the femin- 
ine collar-bone is longer and is set lower than in the case of a 
male. The long, crooked, awkward bone interferes with the 
free use of the arm—that is the reason that girls cannot throw 
well.

| JANDRUFF is a very com- 

mon affection of the scalp; 
indeed, far more common than 
it should be, for in a very large 
number of cases it is simply the 
result of want of attention and 
care. When dandruff is present, 
the hair itself invariably suffers, 
losing its brightness, and gen- 
erally becoming dull and lifeless- 
looking. Fall of the hair also 
results sooner or later, so that 
it is obvious that immediate 
means should be taken to eradi- 
cate the dandruff when once it 
has made its appearance. It is quite a mistake to imagine that 
trequent washing of the head will cure dandruff. It sometimes 
has quite a contrary effect, especially if strong soap be used, the 
alkali in the soap irritating the already over-sensitive skin, and 
sometimes causing inflammation or soreness, In cases of dry 
dandruff the hair should not be washed more that once a month, 
and I do not advise the use of soap ; a good shampoo preparation 
is infinitely better. ‘The following recipe is excellent Glycer- 


ine, 3¢ fluid oz.; eau de Cologne, 1'4 fluid ozs.; fluid extract

It is neces- 
sary to suffer — not as the 
French proverb has it ‘‘ to be 
beautiful”, but in more utili- 
tarian America—to be clean. 

Well, as somebody once 
said, ‘‘ Everything is easy if 
you know just how to do it,” 
so even house-cleaning loses 
its terrors when one goes 
about it systematically and 
energetically knowing ‘‘ just 
how.” 

The paint and woodwork 
of rooms should, of course, be 
cleaned before the carpets are 
re-laid. Soft soap and luke- 
warm water, sapolio, or evena 
little kerosene oil, are all good 
to use. 

Bedsteads, too, demand a 
good deal of thought and care, 
which, if properly exercised, 
will save much _ subsequent 
trouble; they are so apt to be 
forgotten, and more than any 
other article they accumulatea 
quantity of dust which is det- 
rimental to health as well as 
objectionable in a general way. 
To obviate this, remove the 
bedding, and then carefully 
beat and brush out all the cor- 
ners, buttons, etc., of the mat- 
tress. The bedstead and 
springs should, of course, be 
well dusted with a soft brush 
wherever the laths join, and 
can be painted with a little 
petroleum, which is beneficial 
as a preventive of insects, etc. 
By the way, do not keep a 
mattress in use till it is abso- 
lutely uncomfortable and out 
of shape ; if regular and judic- 
ious turning does not suffice, 
take the opportunity offered 
by house-cleaning to have the 
hair picked out, combed, and 
put back again. 

Mahogany andall polished 
furniture of any kind, is also 
apt to become very dull and 
tarnished, and should be rub- 
bed till it shines. The best 
and easiest way of polishing 
wood, is to make a “* dolly” of 
rags, finally tying it up tightly 
in a piece of soft flannel ; this 
should be slightly sprinkled 
with linseed oil; over it tie a 
cloth rag on which put a few 
drops of alcohol ; rub all the 
woodwork quickly with this 
prepared material, and polish 
quickly as you proceed with a 
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soft silk or flannel rag.

To clean gas globes, scrub 
them with a soft firm brush 
dipped in soap dissolved in 
hot water, or with soft soap. 
If they are badly stained, put 
them into a large saucepan in 
lukewarm water, in which soda 
and soap powder should pr« 
viousiy have been dissolved ; 
stand them near, but not over, 
the fire for three or four hours: 
then place the saucepan with 
its contents in a cool place, 
and do not remove the globes 
until the liquid is quite cold. 
Rinse in lukewarm water con- 
taining a few drops of am- 
monia ; after this wipe each 
globe with a soft glass cloth, 
and stand it todry thoroughly, 
either in the sun or on the plate 
rack at the back of the 
stove; without attention to 
these latter precautions, the 
glass will probably crack. If 
the stains do not give way to 
this treatment, they will pos- 
sibly have been caused by 
grease, in which case fuller’s 
earth made into a paste witha 
little spirits of turpentine, and 
applied with a rag, will re- 
move them effectually. 

The next item for consid- 
eration is window -cleaning, 
and a very important one it is. 
As to the washing materials to 
be used, they are best chosen 
according to personal experi- 
ence. The objection to water, 
as far as some places are con- 
cerned, is its hardness, which 
often renders it very difficult 
to really clean the panes, and 
more frequently still quite 
ruins the chamois. Where soft 
water is available, this incon- 
venience is avoided, With re- 
gard to the many polishes on 
sale, whitening is undoubtedly 
the best as well as the cheap- 
est and the simplest, only it 
must be applied carefully and 
well rubbed off ; let it be ap- 
plied with a flannel, rub it off 
with the same material, then 
polish with a soft dry chamois; 
if two persons can be spared 
to clean the same window at 
one time (inside and out) the 
labor will be greatly reduced, 
and the result will also be 
much more satisfactory Any- 
how the corners are the crucial 
test of good window cleaning, 
and must be carefully done. 
Keep the same chamois for 
windows only, and put them 
away well stretched and free 
from creases. Another way 
is to sprinkle a clean leather, 
well wrung out of hot water, 
with a few drops of strong am- 
monia or alcohol; then dry 
and polish with soft clean 
leathers, or old dusters

If they can have a rainy day once in a 
while they will stand a great amount of ill 
treatment, and bloom persistently until late 
in autumn, for they will endure quite severe 
frosts.

At Moderate Cost. 


‘® REAM Ptr.—Make 
a bottom crust in a 
deep pie tin, put in a 
number of holes with a 
fork, and bake in a 
quick oven, ‘This may 
be baked a day or two 
before using if more 
convenient. An hour or 
=: two before you’ wish 
ya to use the pie, take 1 
pint of moderately thick 
cream, place it on ice or in a very cold place. 
A short time before dinner beat it very stiff 
with an egg beater ; stir in it two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, and a scant teaspoonful of 
vanilla or a tablespoonful of sherry, as pre- 
ferred. Fill the crust with the cream and 
serve. 





CHARLOTTE RusseE.—Two tablespoonfuls 
of gelatine, five tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
three tablespoonfuls of sherry, three quarters 
of a pint of cream, very cold, and whites of 
twoeggs. Add the beaten whites of the eggs 
to the whipped cream, then the sherry and 
sugar. When the gelatine is lukewarm beat 
it light, then add gradually cream and eggs, 
pour into moulds lined with stale sponge cake 
or lady fingers. 

JeELLIED BANANAS.—Soak }4 box of gela- 
tine over night in water enough to cover it ; 
in the morning pour 1 pint of boiling water 
over it, add 1 coffee cup of sugar, the juice 
of four lemons, (2 large ones will do), and 
grated rind of 1; let it all stand 10 minutes ; 
strain through a fine cloth, put in a few drops 
of red coloring, (cranberry juice is nice, espec- 
ially if only two lemons are used, or beet 
juice can be used—only very little is requir- 
ed, so care must be taken not to get too much.) 
Peel four round, ripe bananas, and cut them 
in two in the middle ; place them upright in 
jelly tumblers, and pour the jelatine in until 
the tumbler is full ; let them cool suddenly 
The red jelly and golden banana make a 
pretty dish. Double the quantity if more 
tumblers are wanted. 


ITALIAN CREAM.—I quart milk, % box 
gelatine, 4 eggs, I teaspoonful vanilla, % 
cup of cold water. Cover the gelatine with 
the cold water and soak halfanhour. Put the 
milk on to boil. Beat sugar and yolks to- 
gether until light, then stir them into the 
boiling milk. Stir the whole over the fire a 
half minute ; take from the fire, add the gela- 
tine and vanilla and stand aside to cool for 
about three minutes. Add the whites of the 
eggs beaten to stiff froth. Turn into a 
mould and put in a cool place to harden.

A business woman, whose experience has

account.’ It is an easy matter to do so now- 
adays, when both the savings banks and 
others offer women every possible conven- 
ience and inducement ; besides, it is a good 
thing to do, for several reasons. It fostersa 
feeling of independence and develops busi- 
ness-like habits, two essentials for a success- 
ful business woman. ‘Then, too, it is a de- 
sirable and convenient thing to pay bills by 
means of cheques where it is possible to do 
so. It preserves a record of the transaction, 
and frequently prevents annoyances and mis- 
takes. To my way of thinking, a bank ac- 
count, even though it be a small one, should 
be looked upon as a necessity rather than a 
luxury by every woman who has business 
affairs of any consequence whatever.’ 


Training the Boy. 


The first essential in this true home build- 
ing I take to be an agreement by the father 
and mother as to what are the inherited vir- 
tues and deformities in the child-mind ; and 
the next, as to which parent is best fitted to 
take the leading part in this training, and 
how the other parent may rightly supplement 
the work. A contributory acquaintance, first 
of all, with the problem and then agreement 
as to the best method of treating it. A 
single-headed police force in the family is a 
prime requisite. 

Absolute knowledge and perfect agreement 
are both out of the question in this pre- 
millennial stage of the world, yet some ap- 
proach to both is always possible. In the 
absence of the perfect in knowledge and the 
frictionless in agreement, good temper, and 
hopefulness are essentials to be struggled 
for with prayer and with considerable fast- 
ing and other self-restraint. 

But whichever is eventually assigned the 
task of guiding the child may take courage 
in the thought that no complete plan of 
training, or theory of training, is required 
against the morrow,

ed before breakfast, all to be set aside cour- 
teously, but firmly ; all to be put away on a 
high shelf. By-and-by there may be some 
use for them.—Professor James Morse, in 
Harper’s Bazar.

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TIDDLEDY WINKS GOLF. 


Several kinds of table or parlor golf have 
been invented and put upon the market 
But about the simplest device of the kind 
originated the other evening when some young 
folk wearied of the usual indoor games cast 
about them for something new and novel. 

A box of tiddledy wink chips were lying on 
the table, and a boy present had a sudden in- 
spiration, 

* Hey, boys !’ 
with these chips.” 

‘* Well, what’s your scheme ?” asked 

The inventor ruffled up his forehead in a 
thoughtful frown. Then he said: 

‘* Why, ‘we lay out the dining room table 
as the course. We will go around by the 
side of the table, so we can always play with 
our right hand. Four holes—one for each 
side of the table—-will be enough. 

This caught the fancy of the crowd at once, 
and there was a wild rush for the dining 
room. ‘The tablecloth had been removed and 
a dark heavy cover had been substituted. 

With a piece of white crayon borrowed from 
the school room, the inventor, Ralph by name 
marked out a two-inch square at a left-hand 
corner. 

‘* That will be the first teeing ground,” 
said, 

About three feet from that square he placed 
two small books upright, the covers opened a 
couple of inches to make them stand upright. 
These were about two inches from each other, 
so that by good playing ene could pass be- 
tween them and so escape the hazard.

the darts or back seams, After the lining has 
been fitted cut the material, placing both right 
sides together with the grain of the goods run- 
ning the same way, pin the material on the lin- 
ing smoothly, and baste along the traced lines 
as a guide to sew by. When the seams are 
stitched, notch them, also the darts at the waist 
line and thoroughly press them open. 

Put bone casings on very full, and if bones 
are used they should be soahed in water to make 
them pliable enough to bear the needle. 

To lengthen or shorten waist-line, if altera- 
tions are necessary, measure the length of waist 
from top of back piece to required length, cut 
the paper pattern through 2'% inches above the 
lower notches (which indicate the waist-line), 
and lower or raise dower fortion of pattern as 
required. 

To lengthen or shorteu a sleeve, cut the pat- 
tern through at the elbow (between the notches), 
and add to or take from, to make the desired 
length. If any other alterations are necessary, 
make them at back seam where large outlet is 
prov ide d. 

To tengthen or shorten a skirt, lay each 
piece of the skirt pattern on the lining, and 
measure from your waist-line the length desired 
If the pattern is too long, take off from the low- 
er edge a// around—evenly If the pattern is too 
short, add the necessary length to lower edge 
all around—evenly. 

Alterations, if necessary, in misses’, girls’ 
and children’s garments, should be made in the 
Same manner as above described. 

Cloth should be cut with the nap running 
down, velvet up. To match figured or striped 
goods, pin the figures together before cutting. 

For full-bust figures it would be well to 
take up the dart crosswise at fullest part of the 
bustin front lining. For stout figures designs 
are specially provided, as well asan extra under- 
arm piece,
